' A RETROSPECT. 
Some ‘very interesting details 
showing .how’ the; Suez Canal 
Conipany ‘intends*to deal.with the 
giant'linér problem are given ina 
report just published by. Monsieur 
Ed.’ Quellennec, technical adviser 
to. the Suez Caiial Company. 
\ In the course ofthis he says that 
the new works ‘will be completed 
by the end df 1925. a 
When the canal was built in 1859 
the draught was 24 fect 7 inches. 
It is shortly expected to be 32 fect. 
“In the course: of the last twenty 
years, the average gross tonnage 
has been increasing by 114 tons 
per year as an average, passing 
from 4,418 tons in 1903 to.'6,585 
tens in 1922." ” cs 
From 1903 to 1914 the increase 
has been, 107 tons, that is to say, 
very near the general average. ~ 
During the war, from 1914, to 
1919, the average gross tonndge 
remained ‘practically stationary, 
varying only from 5,595 tons to 
°5,500 tons. . ‘ 
‘As against this, since 1920, the 
increase has been exceptionally 
rapid, reaching 360 tons: per year. 
Such a large increase is due partly

smalj tonnage in the Suez Canal 
statistics results. im the’ partial 
covering of the increase, due to 
new ships. On, the. contrary, 
during times of trade depression, 
all'the old ships are! laid up in 
ports, and the only ‘ships’ using 
the canal are those the working of 
which is paying, that is modern 
ships, of large tonnage and with 
better equipment... This is ‘what 
js taking place during’ the present 
period, whichis shown to be one 
of trade depression by the Suez 
Canal statistics which, though they 
give for 1922 a slightly superior 
measurement tonnage over I9I3, 
only give a cargo * tonnage of
